EPhe,' twist is^;:giyen;,to : the cotton to 
Sivc it strenpth enbuph to revolve the 
liobin in the next process. The 
ÎMateriaJ is a.pain rolleid and twisted' 
before coinc to the spinninc machines. 
The speed of the hobins i." re.rTiIsted 
automatically by a set of cone pulleys. 
This is done to maJte sure tha.t the 
thread uiU be fed to fed t.o the bobin 
at a steady rate ajid !k> insure a 
tiiiiform ihickne^.v-- of thread. TîiiB 
cotton is then taken to the spinning 
machines There two kinds of thread 
for the weavinp, that jrtjich ' is used 
in woven longitudinally is called the 
Wttrp.'Prom the spinninc room^ the 

• waiii is taker, to the spwlinc ro:'m 
The threa-d is wound on spools, be- 
cause the bobbins can not hold 
BUfficienl thread for the lonç lenpthR 
to hh weiLv>-d . Anj'where from 200 to 
400 threads arc wound side by side on 
bi? drums. Tliesc threads are t'ntn 
ru n through a so'-ution. of starch and 
water which it use to stiffen tlie fibre. 
Tlioy are thoroujihly dried and along 
with other threads are rolled into big 
drums. ,. 

To Htan these threads in the weav- 
ins machine the threaxjf are passed by 
hand through loops or else the last 
section of cotton clotn is "cut off and 
the ends of it are knotted to the be- 
ginings of the new rolls. This is done 
by a machne ivhich knots each thread 
indi\'idually and does the work about 
twenty times ae fast aK it is done by 
hand . 

This cotton Is then put in the loom 
where It is woven into cloth. The 
weavng machines are made to atop 
automatically when a throad breaks 
and iiU'.Mina' i-.-ii-liy r.<j l eflM tin- shuutle 
with weft when it bucomes empty. 

The >vtiolc plant is Idriven by a 
! 1500 H. P. Corliss Steam Jînglne. 
The power is transmitted by means 
a roiir (Ji ivi- from a wheel twenty 
feel in <liamoicr. The .V-cam is sup- 
plied to the engine by six Babcock and 
Wilcox boilers of about 300 H. P. 
each.

THE NAME "QUEBEC" OF 
INDIAN^DERIVATION 

In u-.icing up the origin of pi.ice- 
natnes in tho Dom,inion the invesilga- 
tions of the Gpogi-.iplilc Boa.rd of Ca. 
na.la have brought to light the Inter- 
esting facts given holow coneemini; 
the n.imc Quebec. The first know;, 
appearance of the name (»>uebcc is on 
a map made by GuilKaumc Lcvassour 
of Di«ppe In 1601.- if Honrj- Harrisse 
Is not mistaken in the date. The spcl- 
Ung is Quebccq, Tho first appearanco 
of the name in a book is In Lescar- 
bot's History of Now France publish- 
ed in Paris, in 1609, a copy of which 
is in the Librarj- of Parliament at 
Ottawa. Lcscarbot's spelling is Ko- 
bec, without any accent, and he used 
it in describing Champl.ain's voyage 
of 160S, of which he had learned oral- 
ly from the! explorer, Quebcon is th.; 
spellilmg used by Chnmplaln in his 
own account of his vo>'aee published 
in 1913. 

TJi« ifirpt white man to vUlt the 
sitfl of the present city nf Quebec w;i<-: 
Jacques Cartier in 153S ;ind there li>i 
found the Indian town of Sladîiconi!. 
Cartier notes that >rtiore is .t narrows 
of the river he.re. Seven' y-lhree year.* 
after, in 1608. e..i.ine r'liamplaln. 11- 
found no Hettlenien'^ of any kind. 
Stadaconc .and the Hiiron-Irorinuh 
people dwelling there hart dlsaripe.-iri' I 
Champlain writes "Qnebcc<i which H 
a strait of the river'' and in the ac- 
count of his voyages, published in Kill 
KtatCB that he sought a place for ii 
house and found none belter than 
"the point of Quebewi. .so oalliMl \i<, 
the Indliins".

STARTING AT THE BOTTOM 

The most intelligent collepe gr.idu.^te begins his pr.-xcticn!' 
work at a dis.^dvant.-»ge when compared with man of the sntMc 
H^ge who has h.id five or six years' practical experience", snid Mr. 
t« W. Beatly. Chancellor of McGill, in a recent speech. "But in a 
decade or so the college man has .-ill the advantage: he must, 
however, be wiling to start at the bottom, which he is not always 
ready to do." 

.Apart from the fact the Mr. Beatty is a person of import- 
McGiU, his warning, coming as it does from the head of 
^î -Ç*"^'^^'* greatest business corporation, should be heeded by every 
undergraduate. Mr. Beatty has only emphasized what other men 
have being saj-ing for year.< — that a college education is a won- 
derful asset to a young man, proxnded he does not fall into one 
• • 'of two traps . 

The first is the assumption that he is fitted for a responsible 
position in the business world at the moment of- graduation, and 
■that startinc at the bottom i.- beneath his dignity. If he falls into 
';his trap, he has some excuse, for has he not spent four or five 
vears at college preparing for his chosen work? Nevertheleiss 
Se should remember that he is not necessarily better than an or- 
dinarj' workman because of hi? education. It is true he has been 
: taught to think clearly, and he possesses theoretical knowledge, 
but 'he has no especial right to the places of honour and salary. 
Thej' must be fought for,' and gained by njerit. 

The second pitfall into which the unwary graduate may tumble 
r c^s^. the belief that theoretical knowledge is more important than 
'^?J^?^-;fi^^^y manufacturers-complain that university men as a 
^' class place much emphasis on theorj' and little on the practical 
^side of the buâness. Such a man is often valuable, but his value 
5s a Hundred-fold increased if he learns the practical end before 
be thrusts his theories mlo prominence. But in business or pro- 
fessional life he will find that employers demand that thorough 
knowledge jiA'hich can be acquired only by a course of study in 
actual conditions that begins at the beginning. 

However, to the graduate who aviods these mistakes and. starts 
■at the Isottom, Mr. Beatty has encouragement to offer. Such a man, 
»c says, may well expect to find, in future years, that his college 
education has been of very distinct advantage in his struggles to- 
■ivard success.
